The road law for counties under 


township or-ranizatioo, sec. 22, provides 
that if the commissioners of highways 
shall refuse or neglect to perform any 
nftheilutx* enjoined on them by said 
law, they shall severally forfeit not 
less than 110 nor more than taO. 
Amon" the duties enjoined on the com- 
missioners by law is that theythaJl keep 
a comet record of their proceedings at 
all meetings. Another important doty 
enjoined on them is that they shall ren- 
der to the board of town auditors, at 
their annual meeting, lor auditing the 
accounts of- town officers, an account in 
writing, showing fully the condition of 
the highway affairs under their charge. 
This account should be rendered at the 
March meeting. Whilst there are var 
ions other duties imposed on the com- 
missioners, the two above named are 
among the most important because 
they afford information as to the condi- 
tion of the affairs under their charge, 
and yet, according to our information, 
there is not one board of commission- 
ers in ten in the State who give the 
'least attention whatever to these im- 
portant requirement*, or who have any

knowledge of the law on the subject.

The President 
is reported to have replied that he 
oould not act in this way, bat should 
regard all the Republisans of the state 
of New York as his friends, and should 
by no means disregard the claims of 
men who heloed to nominate him. 


The dispute over the popular vote 


east at the late Presidential election 
still continues. Such figures as could 
be had from official sources were print- 
ed in the Times Almanac for this year. 
They give Oarfield over Hancock 2,330, 
and while fuller returns have" been re- 
ceived, from two or three of the States 
hiving remote and inaccessible counties, 
the majority is not materially affected 
The New York Tribune Almanac, closed 
a month later than the Timnt Almanac, 
gave Garfield a plurality of 3,030, a 
difference of only 703 from the limes 
figures. The Albany Arqtis Almanac 
in its table gives Hancock an apparent 
plurality of 6,787. These figures are 
made, however, by dropping 10,340 
votes that were cast (or a second set of 
Republican 
electors 
in 
Louisiana. 


These votes are as much entitled to go 
to Garfield as are the votes for the Ms- 
hone ticket in Virginia to go to llan- 
oock. The second set of Louisiana 
elector" were not put in the field against 
Gaifield; they were nominated before 
Garfield was and grew out of a quarrel 
in the State Convention over Grant. 
Crediting these 10,3+0 votes to Gar- 
field, a? should be done, and the figures 
in the Arqus Almanac are turned into 
a plurality of 3,553 for Garfield. 
The 


Cincinnati Enquirer, in its otherwise 
admirable table, falls into the same 
error of making no account ot these 
votes, and thereby figures out a Han- 
cock plurality of 8,101. Putting the 
Louisiana vole as it unquestionably 
should be put and the Enquirer tables 
would give GarBeld 2,236 plurality. 
We have seen no table showing an ap- 
parent majority for Hancock whioh was 
not defective in this particular of the 
Louisiana vote.

K, A. L. Roberts, the inventor and pat- 
entee of the successful torpedo for oil- 
wells, died this morning, suddenly, at 9 
o'clock, aftei a brief illness, at liifl 
roonu in tbe Hotel Brunswick, in this 
city. The deceased was no doubt the 
most widely known of any man in the 
oil region. lie was a prolific inventor, 
and a man of great enterprise. He was 
in both tbe Mexican and the late civil 
war. His brother, Senator W. A. Rob- 
erta, is absent at Harrisburg, and has 
been telegraphed for. The deceased, 
some few years ago, selected his burial 
lot at Woodlawn cemetery, this city, mi 
which he caused to be erected a unique 
and costly monnment. 
He leaves a 


large fortune, and the enterprises he 
began will probably be continued by 
his surviving brother, Senator Roberts.

Mr. Ingalls offered a resolution calling 
on the Secretary of War for a list ol 
all appointments, other than those in 
the army, made in his department from 
the 1st of December, 1879, to Ma'ch 
4, 1881 ; under what provisions of the 
law ?aid appointments have been made, 
what changes, ^promotions, detuls and 
transfers have come within such period, 
and the _rcasons for such transfers ; 
what revocation of appointments and 
promotions have been made ; what dis- 
missal!! have been made and for what 
causes ; what employes have been paid 
out ^of the lapsed fund , what clerks 
have'been paid by the statute, and 
whether or not any commission has 
been convened to consider appoint- 
ments in said department.
